That captains, commanders, and _ lieutenant 
commanders who become ineligible for promo- 
tion in accordance with this provision of law 
shall be retired on a percentage of pay equal to 
two and one-half per centum of their pay for 
each year of service. That the total retired pay 
shall not exceed 75 per centum of the pay they 
were entitled to receive while in the active list. 

That lieutenants and lieutenants (junior 
grade) who become ineligible for promotion in 
accordance with the provisions of this Act shall 
be wholly retired from the Navy with two 
years’ pay of their grade. 

That officers with over ten years’ naval service 
previous to the date of their commission in the 
line of the Navy shall be retired with two and 
one-half per centum of their pay for each year 
of total service, and their total retired pay shall 
not exceed 75 percentum of the pay they were 
entitled to receive while on the active list at 
the date of their retirement. 

The provisions of existing law relating to pro- 


motion by selection in the line of the Navy 
(Thirty-ninth Statutes, page 578), are hereby 
extended tu include and authorize promotion by 
selection to the grades of lieutenant commander 
and lieutenant in the line of the Navy.

SUPREME COURT RULES 
AGAINST CAPT. NOCE 


Profound Surprise Expressed 
In Legal Circles At 


Decision 


REVERSES LOWER COURT 


T°? the profound surprise of legal circles, 

the United States Supreme Court re- 
versed the favorable decision of the Court 
of Claims in the suit of Capt. Daniel Noce, 
U.S.A.. Ret., for credit for service in the 
Military Academy under the act of May 
18, 1920. Chief Justice Taft, in delivering 
the opinion of the court, took an unex- 
pected exception to the decision in the 
Court of Claims. He insisted that the act 
of 1920 was for the equalization of pay 
between six of the services, and was not 
concerned with equalizing the pay of the 
others. 

It is apparent that the court was some- 
what confused by the different senses in 
which the word “service” has been used in 
military legislation and in discussing mili- 
tary subjects. The court did not take 
under consideration the fact that there are 
a number of arms of service in the Army, 
such as Infantry, Cavalry and others. 

The Chief Justice concluded the quota- 
tion of the laws covering the subject by 
giving the proviso on which the case was 
decided, which declares : 

“That hereafter longevity pay for officers 
in the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast 
Guard, Public Health Service and Coast 
and Geodetie Surveys shall be based on the 
total of all service in any and all of said 
Services.” 


CHIEF JUSTICE’S OPINION 


The Chief Justice said: 


“It is this proviso. which it is said repealed 
the laws of 1912 and 1913 above quoted. It is 
urged that the words ‘longevity pay shall be 
based on the total of all service in any or all 
of said services’ is inconsistent with the exclu- 
sion of service in the Military Academy or in the 
Naval Academy from the calculation of longevity 
pay. 

“We are unable to put such a construction 
on this proviso. The whole act was intended to 
promote equality between the six services. Af- 
ter equalizing their pay, it was intended to give 
any officer or any man in either of the services 
the benefit of longevity increases for any serv- 
ice which he might have had in any other of the 
services. The Report of the Managers of the 
House of Representatives as to Section 11 and 
aa (H. R. 948, 66th Cong., 2d Sess.) 
Salad: 

“It provides that commissioned officers of 
the Coast and Geodetic Survey, a highly tech- 
nical and specialized service, shall receive the 
same pay and allowances as are prescribed for 
officers of the Navy with whom they hold rela- 
tive rank as prescribed in the Act of May 22. 
1917. It also contains a proviso placing all 
services on an equality in the matter of com- 
putation of longevity or service pay.’ 

“In other words, the longevity pay of a mem- 
ber of any service was to be determined by his 
total service in any or all of the services. It 
was not dealing with the rules as to the lon- 
gevity in any one service. It was to make the 
calculation of longevity as if the six services 
were but one service. It was not aiming at any 
inequality within a service but at an inequality 
between services. No reference is made to cadct 
service and nothing to indicate that Congress 
had it in mind. 


The Chief Justice, continuing, referred 
to the history of the controversy over 
credit for service at the Academy, saying: 

“The question whether service in either of the 
academies was Army or Navy service should 
count for longevity pay and retirement was 
a long-standing issue between the officers of the 
Army and Navy who were graduates of the 
two academies on the one hand and the offi- 
cers who were not graduates and the account-

ing officers of the Treasury on the other. This 
is evident from the decision of this court in 
United States versus Morton, 112 U. S. 1; and 
United States versus Watson, 130 U. S. 80. 
The legislative history of the Act of 1912 and 
that of 1913 shows that the question was much 
contested between the two Houses. The Report 
of the House Committee on Military Affairs (H. 
R. 270, p. 64, 62 Cong., 2d Sess.) gives an ex- 
tended argument against the practice of com- 
puting cadet service for pay and retirement 
purposes. It said: 

“ ‘It is but just to say that this preposterous 
practice did not originate with the War Depart- 
ment. It was the result of a decision rendered 
by the Supreme Court October 27, 1884 (Morton 
versus United States, 112 U. S. 1), to the effect 
that the time during which a person has 
served as a cadet is to be pres as “actual 
time of service in the Army.” 

In conclusion, Chief Justice Taft said: 

“In view of this long-continued controversy, 
which before 1912 had finally been settled only 
by two decisions of this court, it is inconceiv- 
able that the two Acts of 1912 and 1913, nul- 
lifying the effect of those decisions, and passed 
after a heated struggle, should have been re- 
pealed without mention of the cadet service in 
the proviso now said to have worked this re- 
sult. As already pointed out, the act of which 
this was a part was detailed in its reference 
to the commissioned officers, the noncommis- 
sioned officers and to the enlisted men of the 
various six services affected, and to the pay and 
increases which they were to receive. Had the 
act been intended to increase the “fogey” pay, 
as it is called, for only a part of the commis- 
sioned officers of the Army and only a part of 
the commissioned officers of the Navy, and only 
a part of the commissioned officers of the Ma- 
rine Corps, in such an act the favor thus to be 
conferred upon them would certainly have been 
set forth in language whose meaning could not 
be mistaken. 

“It is, indeed, very difficult to say that there 
is any real inconsistency between the proviso 
of 1920 and the Acts of 1912 and 1913. It is 
supposed to be shown in the use of the words 
‘any or all the services,” and it is said that as 
‘any’ may mean one or more, it may apply to 
the Army alone, and can only be satisfied by 
making it apply to the total service in the Army 
and must therefore mean service in the Army 
as construed by this court in the Morton case 
and the Watson case, in which it was held that 
under then existing legislation, service in the 
Military Academy was service in the Army. 
This, it seems to us, is a strained method of 
first finding an inconsistency, by no means 
clear, if it exists at all, and then erecting it 
into an implied repeal. Implied repeals are 
not favored.”

MARINE CORPS ELIGIBILITY 


Wit an advance opinion which has 
been given to the Secretary of the Navy, 
a Board of General Officers of the Marine 
Corps is now preparing the eligible list of 
colonels for appointment to brigadier gen- 
erals or heads of the staff department. In 
a letter to the Secretary of the Navy, the 
Comptroller General has indicated that the 
apparent error in section 7 of the act of 
1925 will be construed as moauian 2% per 
cent for every year's service, instead of 2 2% 
per cent of the pay of a colonel upon re 
tirement, as would be the literal meaning 
of the text of the act. 

Under the present plans of the headquar- 
ters of the Marine Corps the eligible list 
of colonels for promotion to the grade of 
brigadier general will never be published, 
but will be kept as confidential. The entire 
scheme of selection under the new act will 
be administered as the War Department 
does its Class B list. Under the act offi- 
cers who are not selected for promotion 
will retire upon reaching certain ages. In 
the case of colonels it is 56 years. It is 
pointed out that a colonel who may not 
be on the eligible list this year might be 
placed on it in a subsequent year. 

There are colonels who will have 10 
years to serve before they reach the age 
of retirement in grade, and at any time in 
that period that they are placed on the list 
they will be put on a status that will not 
eall for their retirement at 56 years. They 
will then go on until tly reach the regular 
age of retirement. 

It is not planned to use this provision so 
much to increase the number of retirements 
as to fix a standard which it is believed 
will increase the efficiency of the corps. 
In effect, a colonel who does not find that 
he is on the eligible list will virtually re- 
ceive notice that he is not keeping up to 
a standard of efficiency which is required 
in the corps. At the same time, he will 
understand that in the next year he has 
an opportunity to improve his standing and 
thus get on the eligible list.

AIR SERVICE TO HAVE 
ITS OWN PISTOL TEAM 


HE War Department announced on 

June 6 that authority is granted the 
Air Service to enter a pistol team in the 
National Matches for 1925. The official 
communication states : 

“It is the desire of the War Department, how- 
ever, that the entering of such a team and the 
special training necessarily attendant to its 
selection, should not in any way interfere with 
the training of Air Service personnel for their 
primary missions. Scarcity of funds and the 
relatively small number of officers and en- 
listed men in the Air Service make it im- 
perative that there be not the slightest de- 
viation from the regular training program. 

“It is desired that the foregoing be brought 
to the attention of all Air Service troops, to- 
gether with the information that the entering 
of an Air Service Pistol Team in the National 
Matches is to be without cost to the Govern- 
ment, other than accommodations and such 
equipment as may be available upon the arrival 
of personnel at Camp Perry, Ohio. 

“In order to carry out the entry of an Air 
Service Pistol Team at the National Matches the 
following plan is contemplated: 

“Attendance of personnel will be incidental 
to .cross country training of Air Service per- 
sonnel. 

“Competitors may take part while on 
or furlough status. 

“The method of selecting the team will be 
as follows: 

“About one month prior to the opening of 
the matches all officers and enlistel men who 
desire to compete and who are able to attend, 
will fire the regular course at their home sta- 
tion. The scores will be sent by telegraph or 
radio to the Office of the Chief of Air Service. 

“The number of highest scores necessary to 
make the team will be chosen with a sufficient 
number of alternates. 

“If the chosen competitors can be spared from 
their regular duties they will be ordered on 
cross country flights so as to arrive at Camp 
Perry in sufficient time to elect a team captain 
and perfect their organization for the matches.”’

Coat Has Not Yet Been 
Adopted 
MAY AFFECT WHOLE ARMY 


7HILE Acting Secretary of War Davis. 


has approved the general proposition 
of changing the uniform of officers of the 
Air Service to a rolled-collar coat, the de- 
sign has not yet been adopted. The speci- 
fications are being worked out by the 
Quartermaster Corps in cooperation with 
the Chief of the Air Service. In general 
appearance it will resemble the British uni- 
form, but just what type of roll collar has 
not been decided. 

The change is regarded as a step in the 
direction of a roll collar for all branches 
of the Service. Secretary Davis admitted 
this in approving the change for officers of 
the Air Service. Already the ARMY AND 
NAvy JOURNAL has received some protests 
against extending the reform only to the 
Air Service officers, and it is recognized in 
the War Department that there will be a 
general demand from the Army for a re- 
vision of the Army uniform regulations. 


FAVORS CHANGE FOR ALL 


“Tt appears to me,” writes an officer who 
has been advocating a change in the uni- 
form for years, “that now is the time to 
make this change in the uniform of the 
entire Service. There will never be a time 
when the change can be made without 
some confusion by the use of old and new 
uniforms at the same time. 

“We must pass through the same experi- 
ence that we did when the Army changed 
from blue to khaki. The War Department 
will insist upon the use of all the stock on 
hand, and as I am informed the sizes for 
the average man in the Regular service 
has been exhausted, there seems to be no 
reason why we should not have a sensible 
coat for the entire Service. 

“Those of us who serve in the Summer 
training camps are convinced that we need 
a roll collar more than the Air Service 
does. Also when the change has taken 
place, it will be more satisfactory to Re- 
serve officers and students in the training 
camps than the present high collar.” 

Another correspondent calls attention to 
the fact that there are three collars that 
have been discussed generally throughout 
the Army. They are the standing collar, 
the roll or standing roll collar, and the 
lapel collar. He thinks that there is a 
great deal of confusion in the minds of 
officers in the Army on the subject. The 
writer does not express a preference, but 
he thinks that the three types should be 
taken into consideration in making the 
change. As he illustrates the standing roll 
collar, it can be buttoned up so as to give 
the general appearance of the standing col- 
lar on dress occasions.

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EMERGENCY FIELD TEST 
BY CAMP LEWIS TROOPS 


AS’ part of the training of the troops at 
Camp Lewis, Wash., Maj. Gen. William 
H. Johnston, U.S.A., on June 1, without 
any previous warning to even the officers in 
camp, at 9 p. m. issued orders for all 
units except the Quartermaster Detach- 
ment and Ordnance Company to report at 
the N. P. Ry. station at Camp Lewis, 
fully equipped and ready to entrain, desti- 
nation not published.

tenant, respectively, except that those lieu- 
tenant commanders and lieutenants (junior 
grade), who have been passed over in selection 
for promotion, shall be retired in accordance 
with the provisions of this Act. 

That all officers of the Navy not otherwise 
retired in accordance with provisions of law 
shall be retired upon reaching the age of 64 
years. 

That the third proviso of section 5 of the act 
approved June 4, 1920 (41 Stat. p. 836) is 
amended to read as follows: ‘That officers of the 
line of the Navy who were appointed thereto 
pursuant to the act of June 4, 1920 (41 Stat. 
p. 812), from sources other than the Naval 
Academy, shall be ineligible for promotion and 
shall be retired according to the provisions of 
this act after having served seven years in any 
grade other than that of lieutenant (junior 
grade), or after having served four years in the 
grade of lieutenant (junior grade), provided they 
have been passed over in selection for promotion 
to the next higher grade, or when the members 
of the Naval Academy class next junior to them 
become ineligible for promotion on account of 
length of service, and subject to the proviso of 
section 2 of this act limiting the retirement of 
officers otherwise ineligible for promotion to not 
more than 10 percentum of their grade in any 
one year.

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EXTRA UNIFORM URGED 
FOR ARMY ENLISTED MEN 


SINCE the termination of the World War 
the subject of correcting defects in the 
varied olive-drab uniforms now worn by 
the enlisted men of the Regular Army have 
been periodically brought up for discussion, 
but the problem of improving the appear- 
ance of the uniform of the Regular Estab- 
lishment is no nearer a solution than when 
the subject was first discussed. About a 
year ago it was estimated that the War 
Department had on hand about 2,000,000 
uniforms, which would not become = ex- 
hausted for about five years. 

Free issuance of the war-time clothing 
stocks to the National Guard and the Citi- 
zens’ Military Training Camps, it is stated, 
have about exhausted this source of supply, 
but even with this there is a considerable 
stock of clothing still on band. 

A partial solution of this uniform prob- 
lem has been suggested which, if carried 
out, will provide each enlisted man with a 
new cotton O.D. outfit, to be worn on oc- 
casions of special ceremonies, on pass, fur- 
lough, and while away from Army posts. 
This recommendation would authorize each 
commanding officer to issue gratuitously 
this additional uniform to each enlisted 
man. This would make the washed or re- 
dyed uniforms, which have provoked much 
adverse criticism, the work clothes of the 
Army. : 

It is interesting to note in this connec- 
tion that Brig. Gen. Briant H. Wells, 
U.S.A., commandant of the Infantry School, 
has recommended that the Chemical War- 
fare Service cooperate with the Quarter- 
master Corps and make a_ comprehensive 
study of dyes for both O.D. woolen and 
cotton uniforms. Only in this manner, it 
is contended, will a permanent dye be de- 
veloped which will meet the requirements 
of the Service.

U. S. FLEET NOTES 





HE United States Fleet left Lahaina 

Roads early on May 18 for three days 
tactical exercises. These exercises were 
conducted by the combatant units of the 
fleet and were considered very successful. 
During he evening of May 18, just prior 
to darkening ship, the lights of four small 
boats manned by Japanese fishermen were 
sighted immediately in the path of the 
battleships, but due to quick maneuvering 
on the part of the officers of the deck on 
these ships the small boats were passed 
without being run down by any one of the 
50 or 6O ships with the fleet. 


S the time for starting the cruise of the 

fleet to Australia and New Zealand 
draws near a number of messages have been 
exchanged between the fleet and these 
states. The following message was received 
by Admiral Coontz, commander-in-chief, 
U. S. Fleet, from Mr. S. M. Bruce, Prime 
Minister of Australia: 


“On behalf of Government and peopie of Aus- 
tralia, | send you heartiest greetings and warm 
welcome to Australia for all hands. I trust your 
visit may prove thoroughly enjoyable and draw 
still closer those ties of friendship which have 
so long existed between our respective countries. 
Signed, S. M. Bruce, Prime Minister.”’ 


In reply to this message Admiral Coontz 
sent Mr. Bruce the following message : 


“Your greetings sincerely welcomed and appre- 
ciated by the officers and men of the U. S. Fleet 
and myself. Many of us anticipate the good will 
of friendships made upon the occasion of the 
last visit of a U. S. Fleet to Australia in nine- 
teen eight, and all hands look forward to greet- 
ing the Government and people of your great 
commonwealth.” ’ 


URING the stay of the fleet at Lahaina 

a large number of the Congressmen 
and representatives of the newspapers who 
accompanied the fleet to Hawaii were given 
the opportunity to visit the various islands 
of the Hawaiian group and to see the many 
points of interest. A destroyer was de- 


tailed to transport these guests and every 
effort was made to have these guests, both 
of the fleet and of the Territory of Hawaii, 
thoroughly enjoy their visit and in addition 
give them an opportunity to familiarize 
themselves with the islands. Upon _ the 
completion of these trips Governer Far- 
rington, of the Hawaiian Islands, sent the 
following message to Admiral Coontz, 
commander-in-chief, U. S. Fleet: 

“This is to express to you and the officers and 
men of your fleet my appreciation of the 
courtesies extended and timely service rendered 
during my recent tour of the territory accom- 
panied by members of the United States Con- 
gress, officers of your fleet and newspaper rep- 
resentatives. The assistance you gave enabled 
our guests to cover all the important islands and 
to make their schedule for returning to the 
mainland. I consider this a definite and im- 
portant service to the country as well as to the 
people of our territory. It is always gratifying 
for me to have occasion to recall the universal 
efforts of officers and men of our Navy to serve 
their fellow citizens in the arts of peace by 
helping them to know more about their own 
eountry and the territory of this friendly out- 
post.”

HE three planes which Navy personnel 

will fly over the polar sea this Summer 
with the MacMillan expedition under the 
National Geographic Society have been 
given regular designations as naval air- 
craft. They will be known as the NA-1, 
the NA-2 and the NA-3. This designation 
stands for the words Naval Arctic, and 
the numerals give the identity of the re- 
spective planes. 

Definite assignment of crews to the three 
amphibian planes has been made by Lt. 
Commander R. E. Byrd, the senior officer 
of the naval detail, as follows: 

The NA-1 will be manned by Lieuten- 
ant Commander Byrd and Aviation Pilot 
Floyd Bennett. The NA-2 will be manned 
by Chief Boatswain Earl E. Rober, pilot; 
Donald B. MacMillan, navigator; and 
Aviation Machinist's Mate, first class, 
Charles F. Rocheville. 

It is planned that these two planes will 
make the first flights in company out over 
the polar sea in search of the unknown 
land which is believed to exist between 
the North Pole and Alaska. The NA-3 
will be manned by Lt. M. A. Schur and 
Aviation Pilot A. C. Nold.. The latter 
plane will remain at the advance base to 
be established on Axel Heiburg land and 
will be held in reserve as a rescue ship 
or to replace one of the other planes in the 
event of mishap. 

Aviation Chief Machinists Mate N. P. 
Sorenson will also be detailed to the ad- 


vance base on Axel Heiburg land. Chief 


Aerographer Albert C. Francis will be the 
weather forecaster for the expedition, and 
will set up a temporary laboratory on the 
base ship Peary at Etah for making 
weather observations and forecasts. 


ANNOUNCEMENT has been made by 
Rear Adm. William R. Shoemaker, 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, Navy 
Department, that a class of six Navy 
officers, consisting of one lieutenant com- 
mander, two lieutenants, three lieutenants

1, 1925. 

The Los Angeles, Capt. George W. Steele, 
Jr., commanding, arrived at Annapolis from 
Lakehurst on June 1. While at Annapolis 
she was moored to the U.S.S. Patoka, and 
on the afternoon of June 3 she returned to 
Lakehurst. On June 8 she will be at Min- 
neapolis, and arriving at Lakehurst on 
June 10 she will be engaged for the next 
10 days in deflation and overhaul. From 
June 20 to August 1 the airship will be 
completely overhauled in preparation for 
her flight to Hawaii.

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SPECIAL SERVICE NEWS AND COMMENT 


ITH Maj. Gen. Dennis E.. Nolan, 
\ Deputy Chief of Staff, presiding, the 
Legislative Council of the War Depart- 
ment opened on June 8 what promised to 
be a 10-day or two weeks session. Never 
has the Legislative Council, and as far as 
that is concerned the General Staff and 
chiefs of branches, been confronted with a 
more serious situation or been called upon 
to deal with more diversified problems than 
at present. The policy of economy as out- 
lined in the program of the Director of the 
Budget threatens the National Defense Act 
py a reduction of the three components of 
the Army of the United States, namely, 
the Regular Army, National Guard and 
Organized Reserves. ; : 

Insidious suggestions from influential 
sources are being made to the Regular 
Army, National Guard and the Organized 
Reserves. Each is being told that there 
are not sufficient funds in the administra- 
tion's budget for the War Departments 
original program for the other two com- 
ponents. The Regular Army is being told 
that if it, through the War Department, 
continues to recommend adequate appro- 
priations for the National Guard and 
Organized Reserves there must be a reduc- 
tion in the Regular Establishment. | This, 
it must be admitted, would be suicidal to 
the Regular Army, for it is now far below 
in the matter of supplies and strength that 
its efficiency demands. The Regular Army 
can scarcely take care of its own activities, 
much less continue the training program 
for the other components of the Army of 
the United States. 

MORE FUNDS FOR REGULARS 


MALL wonder is it then that in the 
meetings of the Legislative Council 
there were suggestions of cuts in the Na- 
tional Guard and Organized Reserves 
estimates, so as to give the Regular Army 
larger appropriations for its own use. If 
the Regular Army is to be properly housed 
and clothed, even at its present strength, 
the appropriations for the Regular Estab- 
lishment must be increased. 

As has been previously stated in these 
columns, an increase of $16.000.000 for the 
military activities of the War Department 
will be required if the Regular Army is 
maintained at its present strength and the 
National Guard and Organized Reserves 
receive the same support from the Federal 
Government that is provided for during 
this fiscal year. The reports from the 
chiefs of the branches and bureaus sub- 
mitted to the Legislative Council showed 
that this is a very conservative statement. 
Yet there was before the board the letter 
from the Pre-ident asking for plans from 
the War Department for a progressive re- 
duction in the War Department budget, 
which during three years would amount to 
$35.000,000. 

The situation is a severe test to the 
General Staff in the War Department. Of 
course, in the past three yeirs the recom- 
mendations of the General Staff have been 
suppressed under the policy of hand:ng the 
estimates to the Director of the Budget. 
Estimates which have been sent to Con- 
gress labeled “War Department recommen- 
dations” have not represented the program 
prepared by the General Staff with the as- 
sistance of the chiefs of branches. 

It is doubtful whether this policy will be 
continued, as there is a provision in the 
National Defense Act which requires the 
submission of a report from the General 
Staff on all measures affecting the national 
defense. The provision goes further and 
specifies that minority reports of the Gen- 
eral Staff, if there be any, shall be sent to 
Congress with the recommendations of the 
Secretary of War. 

WILL REACH CRISIS 
[s the next Congress the affairs of the 

Army of the United States will reach a 
cI _the recommendations of the Di- 
rector of the Budget for a further reduc- 
tion prevails.

War submitted what was known as the 
Hay bill, while the General Staff recom- 
mended the bill known as the Chamberlain 
bill or, substantially, the original Defense 
Act as it is now on the statute books. It 
was introduced in the Senate by former 
Senator Chamberlain, and while it was 
amended some in tht: House, the amend- 
ments have been largely wiped out by 
subsequent amendments to the National 
Defense Act. 

This act as it existed prior to the passage 
of the reorganizing amendments, after the 
World War, was substantially the work of 
what has been frequently referred to as the 
“little old General Staff.” The work on 
legislation at that time was done largely in 
the War College branch of the then exist- 
ing General Staff. 

In the reorganization of the Army after 
the World War, Congress again rejected 
the recommendations of the War Depart- 
ment and passed a bill which created the 
Army of the United States, as worked out 
in the General Staff. It is true that in the 
final hearings the then Secretary of War, 
Newton D. Baker, indorsed the bill as it 
was framed in the Senate committee in the 
strongest terms. Mr. Baker became con- 
verted to the General Staff's recommenda- 
tions during the hearings, and frankly 
acknowledged, as he said, that it was the 
best that was ever submitted to Congress. 

Now, the Legislative Council in its meet- 
ings this week reached a point at which it 
is called upon to determine whether it will 
yield to insidious political influences or be 
controlled by its professional convictions. 
Unfortunately, it developed that some of 
its members favor yielding to the powerful 
influence of the Director of the Budget, 
with a view of recommending a compromise 
which will be the first step toward the 
ultimate abandonment of the basic princi- 
ples of the National Defense Act. A criti- 
cal situation for the country and the Army 
developed during the discussion of the 
recommendation for legislation that is to 
be submitted to the Congress through the 
Director of the Budget. 


SOME FOR PERSHING PLAN 


T is stated that the opinion as to the 

wisest policy to pursue was far from 
being united. In the council there were 
staunch advocates of sending to the Di- 
rector of the Budget recommendations in 
support of General Pershing'’s program for 
13,000 Regular officers, with corresponding 
increases for the National Guard and Or- 
ganized Reserves. This faction in the 
eouncil clung to the convictions that the 
council and the General Staff should recom- 
mend a program for a progressive develop- 
ment of the Army of the United States, 
including the Bacon bill, for 1,000 addi- 
tional Reserve officers in five increments. 

It was contended that the General Staff 
shouid not take the responsibility of any 
compromise which would amount to an 
abandonment of the new Army policy, but 
let the President or Congress assume this 
responsibility. 

There was also before the council a plan 
for the Air Service, which includes a pro- 
gram for the development of flyers at West 
Point along the lines of the new Navy 
policy. The new construction program for 
the housing of the Army, as discussed be- 
fore the joint committee of Congress, came 
up and will probably receive the formal 
sanction of the council. The only question 
is as to how much money will be provided 
for the next fiscal year. 

Besides General Nolan, the following 
members of the Legislative Council partici- 
pated in the meeting: Brig. Gen. Campbell 
King, Assistant Chief of Staff, G-1; Col. 
James H. Reeves, Assistant Chief of Staff, 
G-2; Brig. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, Assistant 
Chief of Staff, G-3; Brig. Gen. Fox Conner, 
Assistant Chief of Staff, G-4+; Col. Edward 
R. Stone, Acting Assistant Chief of Staff, 
War Plans Division; Lt. Col. Kyle Rucker, 
representing the Judge Advocate General's 
Department; and Lt. Col. James H. Bry- 
son, secretary of the council. 

The Adjutant General and the chiefs of 
the branches were frequently called in to 
discuss their recommendations. Maj. Gen. 
Kenzie W. Walker, Chief of Finance and 
Budget Officer, attended all of the meet- 
ings of the council, although under the law 
he is not a member of the body. 


NAVY PERSONNEL BILLS 


ECRETARY OF NAVY WILBUR 

stated frankly on June 9 that he had 
not become convinced of the wisdom of 
submitting the Britten bill and the equali- 
zation bill to Congress, as they have been 
agreed to at the frequent conferences that 
have been held at the department with the

chairman of the Personnel Subcommittee 
of the House Committee on Naval Affairs. 
All that he would promise was that he 
would read the bills and give them careful 
consideration. Mr. Britten left Washing- 
ton on June 10 for a European trip, and 
it is altogether probable that both measures 
may be held up for some weeks. 

When requested for copies of the bills to 
be published to the Service, the Secretary 
declared that he did not think it would be 
wise to publish the matter in the present 
form because it was far from having the 
approval of the Navy Department. He in- 
dicated that what had been printed might 
prove very misleading, as there were some 
provisions which he did not approve at this 
time. He indicated plainly that the sup- 
porters of the bills must do some mission- 
ary work before the Secretary will permit 
the staiap of the Navy Department to be 
placed upon the bills with the view of 
send‘ug them to Congress. 

The provisions for the retirement of offi- 
cets after seven years’ service in grades is 
creating consternation among the junior 
officers of the Navy. The application of 
this principle would make it impossible for 
officers of the Annapolis classes of 1916, 
1917 and 1918 to reach the grade of lieu- 
tenant commander before they had served 
seven years as lieutenants. There is a 
proposal not to have this affect officers now 
in the Service, and another one to make the 
bill effective as far as these provisions are 
concerned until 1933. However, the situa- 
tian is not assuring to junior officers, and 
it is understood that the Secretary of the 
Navy has been informed that even a gesture 
in this direction is having a very disquiet- 
ing effect upon junior officers. 

The attitude of the Secretary of the 
Navy toward the Britten bill has created 
an impression that it will be necessary to 
at least revise the bill again before it will 
receive his approval. 

SERVICE PUBLICITY 


FFICERS both in the War and Navy 

Departments who are responsible for 
the relations between the Army and Navy 
and the press of the country are, to say the 
least, very much embarrassed by the de- 
velopments on the U.S.S. Patoka, when a 
party of Washington correspondents, as the 
guests of the Secretary of the Navy, visited 
or attempted to visit the ship. 

The explanations that have been offered 
for the failure of Capt. George J. Meyers, 
U.S.N., commander of the ship, to receive 
the correspondents have not been satisfac- 
tory. The Secretary of the Navy has di- 
rected the Bureau of Navigation to conduct 
an investigation of the affair and has with- 
held comment until this report is received. 

There is an impression both in the Press 
Relations Section of the War Department 
General Staff and in the Pressroom of the 
Navy Department that they are not receiv- 
ing the cooperation from some officers that 
they should in their effort to secure support 
from the press for the Army and Navy. 

The Navy Department has been informed 
by the large papers in a certain naval dis- 
trict that as long as the present com- 
mandant of that district is on duty there 
that the Navy can expect no favors from 
them. It is reported that this officer has 
frequently gone out of his way to give 
offense to newspaper men who, in line with 
their duty, are seeking news. 

Another case is reported at the War De- 
partment where the commander of an Army 
post unceremoniously expelled a group of 
news photographers from the military res- 
ervation when they were seeking to take 
pictures which the War Department would 
have gladly had published. 

Captain Meyers’ case is not the only 
instance of the apparent failure of Navy 
officers to assist in placing proper news 
before the public through the press. This, 
it is claimed, is really part of the duty of 
an Army and Navy officer. The Marine 
Corps appears to have valued publicity be- 
fore either of the other Services. It is now 
part of the policy of both the War and 
Navy Departments to get publicity on mat- 
ters of interest to the public, but there are 
some officers in both services who do not 
appear to recognize it. 

It is insisted that if Captain Meyers had 
been advised that a party of accredited 
newspaper men had come alongside of the 
Patoka, even without advance information 
to him, it was his duty to communicate 
with the Superintendent of the Naval 
Academy so as to verify their credentials. 
The mere fact that he did not intend to do 
anything discourteous to the newspaper 
correspondents will not be sufficient in the 
view of those who are responsible for this 
important part of the work of the depart- 


ments. He should have made some effort, 
in the opinion of the newspaper men, to 
receive them as guests not only of the Sec- 
retary of the Navy but of the Navy at 
large. P 
“PEACE” IN CHINA 


THE alarming developments in China, as 

portrayed by the Associated Press, are 
not in harmony with the assurances of 
peace given in President Coolidge's speech 
to the graduating class at the United States 
Naval Academy. On the same day that 
the President delivered his speech, the As- 
sociated Press sent out an account of the 
developments in the Chinese _ situation, 
which told plainly that the Soviet Govern- 
ment of Russia was supporting one armed 
force in China and Japan the other. Thus, 
in effect, Russia and Japan are really at 
war, while the President is talking of 
“peace through reason.” How long this 
can continue without some serious clash 
which may invoke all the great powers is 
a question. 

There have been reports sent from China 
to the effect that the Soviet Government 
was conducting the propaganda in China. 
It is also known that Japan is naturally 
looking after her interests in China, and 
has sent forces to Shanghai and Tain- 
gatao. 

It remained, however, for the Associated 

Press, in an analytical report of the situa- 
tion, to state positively that the Soviet 
Government is not only conducting a prop- 
aganda in China, but is furnishing one of 
the factions with arms and munitions. 
_ An interesting feature of the situation 
is that the reduction in the strength of 
the Army that is being proposed through 
the Director of the Budget is in the for- 
eign garrisons. This plan for a reduction 
of a drastic character in the Regular Army 
garrisons was proposed originally two years 
ago by Chairman Anthony, of the War 
Department Subcommittee of the House 
Committee on Appropriations. 

Mr. Anthony realized that the present 
shortage in the strength of the Regular 
Army for its functions at home is becom- 
ing more apparent every year at the train- 
ing camps. The National Guard and Or- 
ganized Reserves are asking for a larger 
army to work out the training program of 
the Army of the United States. In his 
opinion, the least resistance in reducing 
the strength of the Regular Army would 
be the proposal for the withdrawal of 
troops from foreign garrisons. 

This, it is said, is the program which is 
contemplated in the proposed reduction of 
the Regular Army. General Hines’ report 
on the Hawaiian maneuvers shows plainly 
that the Hawaiian garrison is too weak 
to hold the island. This advance base is 
already imperiled by the small force that 
is being maintained there, and no one can 
contend that the Regular force in the Phil- 
ippines is too large for the safety of the 
islands. 

Chairman Anthony two years ago pro- 
posed to start the reductions of our for- 
eign garrisons by withdrawing the troops 
from China. Every report that comes from 
there indicates that we will need a large 
increase in troops in China to protect 
American lives and property. 
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MAJ. GEN. HINES REPORTS 
ON HAWAITAN MANEUVERS 


AJ. GEN. JOHN L. HINES, U.S.A., 

Chief of Staff, and one of the chief 
umpires at the Hawaiian grand joint exer- 
cise, issued a statement on June 7 concern- 
ing the exercise which was the biggest 
and most interesting ever held by our Army 
and Navy. 

As pointed out previously, the exercise 
had two principal objects: 

1. To test the project and plans for the 
defense of Oahu; and 

2. To train Army and Navy in ‘joint op- 
erations. 

The problem for the exercise was drawn 
up by the Joint Board and was extremely 
simple in form, although its solution was 
difficult for both sides. The following facts 
were assumed: 

1. That a state of war existed between 
Blue (the United States) and Black ; 

2. That the Hawaiian Islands were a 
Black possession and were defended by the 
existing armament, the present naval dis- 
trict forces and a garrison of approximately 
14,000 men; and 

3. That Blue was desirous of capturing 
Oahu with the object of making use of it 
as a naval base. 

The details of the exercise have been so 
broadly published that there is very little 
new matter to publish at this time. 

“It is, of course, extremely difficult,” 
says General Hines in conclusion, “to say 
whether either landing would have sue- 
eeeded in an actual case. The local um- 
pires on the spot were of the opinion that 
the landing on the north coast succeeded. 
Blue suffering severe losses, and that the 
landing on the west coast failed. Consid- 
ering the two cases on their merits, I am 
of the opinion that the landing on the west 
coast would probably have failed in war, 
but that the landing on the north coast 
might well have succeeded. There is no 
doubt that highly trained, well-led Infantry 
can establish a beach-head once the troops 
are ashore. Even when the landings, as in 
the exercise, are well planned and covered 
by naval gunfire, the guns defending the 
beach will sink many boats, perhaps even 
transports. Even under the best weather 
conditions the critical period of a landing 
operation is that in which the landing 
troops are moving in boats from transports 
to beach. During this period they are ex- 
posed helpless to the gun, machine gun and 
rifle fire of the defender, and in case he 
has any aircraft left to attacks by the 
latter. 

“But these landing operations demon- 
strate another lesson. The defense against 
them must be flexible and mobile. De- 
pendence must not be placed primarily or 
even predominantly upon mechanical 
means—field guns and machine guns—but 
upon mobile troops and aircraft, counter- 
attacking whenever and wherever neces- 
sary. A commander must not only have 
troops enough to hold the essential posi- 
tions and to man his armament but he 
must have enough troops left to form an 
adequate reserve. In this instance the 
commander could not do this, for his force 
was not adequate for the task assigned to 
it. He did all he could with the forces 
given him; he could not do the impossible. 

“Analyzing the results of the exercises 
from the standpoint of their objects, it is 
believed : 

“1. That the project and plans for the 
defenses of Oahu have been tested and that 
the deficiencies therein have been disclosed. 

“2. That very valuable training has been 
given to the Army and the Navy in joint 
operation. 

“These results fully justify the time and 
effort spent in the exercises.”

HE De Haviland type of plane, _the 
Tasades of the Army Air Service since 
the World War, will soon be supplanted 
py the Douglas 0-2 as the standard ob- 
servation plane. The DH4B successor is 
puilt by the manufacturers of the famed 
Douglas World Cruisers, which recently 
girdled the globe. ; y : 
ay 4 board of seven Air Service officers de- 
cided upon the Douglas O-2 after com- 
parative tests of 11 types of airplanes. 

Each airplane was subjected to regular 
standard performance test by_the Engi- 
neering Division at McCook Field (pro- 
vided the performance was not already 
known). snd .then flown as many times 
as possible by each member of the com- 
petition hoard acting first as pilot and 
then as observer to properly ascertain its 
behavior and suitability in all maneuvers 
and conditions of flight. Further to com- 
pare the relative merits of the various 
competing types, comparison flights were 
made for speed, climb and maneuverability 
whenever possible. All flights were made 
with full military load of 1.615 pounds, as 
taken from the latest prescribed list for 
observation airplanes. This load included 
the armament installation, equipment, radio, 
camera. crew and 91 gallons of fuel. The 
flight test data were supplemented by de- 
tailed reports on the structural details and 
design of the airplane, the general ar- 
rangement and installation of armament, 
equipment and power plant, and the fa- 
cility of maintenance and production. 

From the results obtained it was very 
evident that the Douglas airplane proved 
without doubt the logical successor to the 
DH4B. In addition to simplicity of de- 
sign, rugged construction and excellent ac- 
cessibility, it possessed exceptional safety 
features, perfect balance with or without 
load, ample baggage space, very good per- 
formance and flying qualities, especially 
desirable for observation and attack, train- 
ing and cross-country service. 

In its final decision the board unani- 
mously recommended the adoption of the 
Douglas O-2 design with Liberty engine 
as the new standard observation type to 


supersede the DH4B.

NAVY RADIO SCHOOL 


VERY flattering account of the work 

of a graduate of the Navy Radio Ma- 
terial School at Bellevue has been for- 
warded to the Navy Department by the 
commander of the U.S.S. Richmond. The 
graduate is given credit. through his own 
initiative, of making effective the Rich- 
mond's communieaticn system. 

Following is an extract from the letter 
of the commander of the ship: 


“Since reporting aboard this vessel 
* * * chas shown marked ability in 


radio material, together with a knowledge 
of theory not usually encountered. He 
has been of great assistance in getting into 
smooth working order the new duplex in- 
stallation of the Richmond, which received 
its first test under cruising conditions a 
few days after his arrival. Among other 
things, he has constructed a_ heterodyne 
frequency meter and a high-frequency re- 
ceiver, the latter not being able to be 
supplied by the Bureau of Engineering: 
both of which have helped to make the light 
cruiser high-frequency circuit a success. 
In all of this he has used his own initia- 
tive, resulting in increased efficiency, and 


based on hints gathered at the Material 
School. 
“If other giaduates of the school are 


showing such ability, it can be said that 
the school is a marked success and of great 
value to the Service.” 


ARMY SCHOOLS 


HE Adjutant General of the Army is 

preparing estimates of funds required 
for post schools for enlisted men for the 
fiscal year 1927. These estimates are be- 
ing prepared on the basis of an annual 
expenditure of $4.80 per student enrolled 
during the fiseal year 1924. 

It is the desire of the War Department 
that the scope of instruction in_ post 
schools for enlisted men shall embrace 
grammar-school subjects and, principally, 
instruction designed to qualify enlisted 
men to perform the duties of the various 
specialists authorized by the Tables of Or- 
ganization. 

Reports on file in this office indicate 
that enlisted men receiving instruction in 
post schools are divided, approximately 
one-third pursuing grammar-school —sub- 
jects and two-thirds receiving specialists’ 
instruction. 

In order that the estimate for funds 
required for this project during the fiscal 
year 1927 may be properly presented and 
defended before the Director of the Bu- 
reau of the Budget and Committees of 
Congress, it is desired that all commanding 
generals submit to the office of the A.G.O. 
not later than June 15, 1925, your esti- 


mate of the supplies and equipment needed, 
indicating the cost thereof. The employ- 
ment of civilians in connection with post 
schools for the fiscal year 1927 will not 
be authorized.

THE U.S. CAVALRY 


HAT the present animal purchasing 

method is stimulating the individual 
initiative on the part of purchasing officers 
of the Army, and that it is without ques- 
tion increasing the quality of the remounts 
received by the Army. is pointed out by 
Maj. Gen. Malin Craig, Chief of Cavalry, 


in a recent letter to the Quartermaster 
General. In commenting upon the _ re- 


mounts recently furnished to the Cavalry, 
General Craig said: 

“TI have just completed an inspection of 
practically all Cavalry units and found that the 
animals were, on the whole, above average and 
of better quality than any received heretofore. 

“T believe that this is due to the present 
method of purchasing, as well as, more specifi- 
cally, to the stimulus to individual initiative on 
the part of purchasing officers, afforded by the 
present system. 

“The quality of the remounts received, unques- 
tionably, is increasing the efficiency of the Cav- 
alry service, and I therefore take this oppor- 
tunity of expressing my appreciation for the 
excellent and timely service you and your staff, 
by close interbranch cooperation, are rendering 
this arm.” 


ENERAL CRAIG was afforded an ex- 

cellent opportunity to observe the com- 
parative value of the Preston branding 
system and the hoof-branding system dur- 
ing his recent inspection of the Regular 
Cavalry posts throughout the country. He 
is convinced of the great superiority of the 
Preston system and has recommended that 
it be adopted at an early date for general 
use throughout the Cavalry. 

The Preston system permanently identi- 
fies horses and mules and is in keeping 
with the administration's economy policy, 
as its adoption will mean a considerable 
saving to the Goverhment in the manu- 
facture and issue of branding irons. The 
branding is done at the time the animal 
is purchased, and no further branding is 
necessary. 


QUARTERMASTER CORPS 


HE Quartermaster General is distribut- 
ing samples of approved shades of cloth 
for officers’ breeches as authorized by para- 
graph 3b, Army Regulations 600-35. This 
distribution is to the Inspector General, all 


corps area commanders, quartermaster 
depots, general sales stores, the Service 


schools and the larger posts. 


FFECTIVE June 1, 1925, cleaning and

ELI A. HELMICK, U.S.A., 
Inspector General, in connection with 
an inspection made by him of the Chicago 
Quartermaster Intermediate Depot re- 
marks: “The condition of the depot, the 
warehousing of property, and the order and 
cleanliness of stores and storerooms was 
superior. 

“T was most favorably impressed with 


the Quartermaster Corps Subsistence 
School. Maj. Robert M. Littlejohn had 
been in charge during the year and was 


just being relieved by Col. Sherrard Cole- 
man. The class at the time of the inspec- 
tion consisted of one major, three captains 
and four first lieutenants of the Quarter- 
master Corps; five lieutenants of the Sup- 
ply Corps, U. S. Navy; and four warrant 
officers and seven noncommissioned officers 
of the Quartermaster Corps of the Army. 
That the Navy appreciates the work of the 
school is evidenced by the fact that it has 
requested authority to send an additional 
number of officers to the school during the 
coming year. The equipment of the school 
seemed to be ample and up to date. 


THE NATIONAL GUARD 


PPROVAL has been given by the War 

Department for the coats of arms. for 
the 101st Regiment of Cavalry, New York 
National Guard, and also the 166th In- 
fantry, Ohio National Guard. 

The 2d Regiment of Cavalry, New York Na- 
tional Guard, was originally organized in 1912 
from existing National Guard units, two troops 
of which, A and B, were in the Federal service 
during the Spanish-American War and served 
in Porto Rico. In 1913 the designation of the 
regiment was changed to the Ist Cavalry, New 
York National Guard. 

During the World War it became the 104th 
Machine Gun Battalion, 106th Machine Gun Bat- 
talion and 102d Trench Mortar Battery of the 
27th Division. These units served overseas, the 
104th and 106th Machine Gun Battalions par- 
ticipating in the Ypres-Lys and Somme opera- 
tions and serving in sectors in Flanders, the 
102d Trench Mortar Battery participating in the 
Meuse-Argonne operation and serving in sectors 
in Lorraine. After the war they were disbanded. 

When the Ist Cavalry, N.Y.NG., left for 
Federal service the lst Cavalry, N.Y.N.G., was 
organized in its place in the state. This unit, 
with the returned personnel of the war units, 
perpetuated the old regiment in the state and 
is now designated 101lst Cavairy, N.Y.N.G. 

The colors are blue and gold, in addition to 
their heraldic significance have been used for 
some years in connection with regimental ath- 
letic uniforms, ete. The falcon ‘‘close and 
belled’”’ signifies ‘‘ready for service though nor- 
mally at rest,” a characterization which fits a 
National Guard regiment; furthermore, the speed 
of the faleon, together with the traditional ex- 
cellence of his sight and vigorous manner of 
attack, are assumed as regimental prototypes. 
The three chevronels indicate the three occasions 
on which the organization has been in Federal 
service. 

The 166th Infantry, Ohio National Guard, was 
organized in 1877 as the 14th Infantry, Ohio 
National Guard, from existing companies. 

The regiment, as the 4th Regiment of In- 
fantry, Ohio Volunteers, served in Porto Rico 
in 1898. After the war the regiment was dis- 
banded and immediately reconstituted in the 
National Guard as the 4th Regiment of Infantry. 

The regiment in 1916-17 served on the Mexi- 
can Border. During the World War it was 
redesignated the 166th Infantry of the 42d 
Division. The regiment participated in the 
Champagne-Marne, Aisne-Marne, St. Mihiel and 
Meuse-Argonne operations, and held defensive 
sectors in Lorraine and Champagne. . 

The regiment was reconstituted in 1920 as the 
4th Infantry. Its designation was changed in 
1921 to the 166th Infantry, Ohio National Guard. 

The shield is white with the blue border—the 
older and the later Infantry colors. The rain- 
bow is the device of the 42d Division in the 
World War, and the black Maltese cross recalls 
the service of the regiment in Porto Rico in the 
Spanish-American War.

THE race for the Iron Man trophy, or, 
in other words, for the athletic suprem- 
acy in the Battle Fleet, is closer this year 
than it has been any time during the past 
six years. The Iron Man trophy is a 
trophy awarded by the Navy Department 
and presented each year to the battleship 
of the Battle Fleet that obtains the highest 
standing in the competition for General 
Excellence in Athletics, and is determined 
by the ship obtaining the greatest number 
of points in the following: Eleven pulling 
races, using all types of pulling boats; four 
sailing races (all classes) ; field and track 
meet, covering all events; boxing and wres- 
tling, covering all weights; baseball, foot- 
ball and basketball; swimming races, cov- 
ering all distances; rifle matches; and tug- 
of-war. In the boat races points are al- 
lowed for first, second, third and fourth 
places, and in most of the other events for 
tirst and second places. 

The maximum number of points possible 
to obtain is 1,770, and at the present time 
the U.S.S. California stands first with 720 
points, and the U.S.S. Pennsylvania stands 
second, only fifty-nine thousandths behind 
the California. The only events to be de- 
cided before the Iron Man is awarded are 
the whaleboat and sailing launch sailing 
races and the finals in the tug-of-war. 

Up until this year the U.S.S. Missis- 
sippi has shown absolute athletic suprem- 
acy in the Battleship Divisions, and has 
consistently taken the Iron Man each year 
without very close competition. It is con- 
sidered fortunate this year that the compe- 
tition is much closer and that about six 
out of the twelve ships competing had an 
excellent chance to win the trophy up to 
the last few events. 

At this time the race is so close that 
all officers and men in the Fleet enthusias- 
tically watch every event, and the interest 
in Fleet Athletics is at a very high pitch.

Judge Lauds Chief Engineer 
of Navy For Patriotic 
Purpose 


NOT IN OIL CONSPIRACY 


N the strongest terms, Judge Mc Jormick, 
“of the Federal Court of Southern Cali- 
vindicated Rear Admiral J. K. 
U.S.N., Chief Engineer of the 
Navy, for his connection with the oil- 
reserve negotiations, in which former Sec- 
retary of Interior Fall was involved. 

The full text of the opinion, which has 
just been received, praises Admiral Rob- 
ison in the highest terms, attributing to 
him an “ardent and patriotic desire to con- 
struct and supply a naval reserve fuel sta- 
tion at Pearl Harbor and strengthen the 
national defense.” ; : ;

ISSUE CIRCULAR ON NAVY 
REDUCTIONS IN RATING 


| EAR ADM. WILLIAM R. SHOE- 

MAKER, Chief of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation, Navy Department, has issued a cir- 
cular regarding the reduction in rating of

men by commanding officers of ships. 
circular says, in part: 
The bureau is led to believe that the 


Service at large is not sufficiently familiar 
with the provisions of the Bureau Manual 
that provide for reduction in rating for 
incompetency. While the articles in the 
current manual are not materially changed 
by the revision that is now in the hands 
of the printer, the paragraph on reduction 
in rating as it has been approved by the 
Secretary of the Navy, and as it will ap- 
in the revised manual is quoted _be- 
low for information and guidance. This 
article should be substituted for reference 
(a) in all copies of the Bureau Manual, 
pending receipt of the complete revision. 

D-5113 (1) Reduction in rating by any com- 
manding officer of a ship or station may be 
considered as coming within two general classes ; 
viz, (a) those made as a punishment in accord- 
ance with Article 24 of the Articles for the 
Government of the Navy, and (b), those made 
by reason of the fact that the men have proved

themselves not qualified to perform properly 
the duties of their respective ratings. 

(2) The provisions of Article 24 of the Ar- 
ticles for the Government of the Navy pertain- 
ing to “reduction of any rating established by 
himself” apply to the office of the commanding 
officer of the particular ship or station. 

For example, if an enlisted man attached to 
a submarine base is rated by his commanding 
officer, Captain John Doe, that man may be 
later reduced as a punishment, in accordance 
with Article 24, by Captain John Doe. If 
Captain John Doe is relieved of his command, 
his successor in office may also reduce the man 
as a punishment in accordance with Article 24. 

If, however, the above mentioned man, rated 
by his commanding officer of the submarine 
base, is transferred to another ship or station, 
he muy not then be reduced in rating under the 
provisions of Article 24, as the power of the 
commanding officer to reduce in rating as a 
punishment is restricted to the command in 
which the man received his rating. 

The commanding officer may disrate any non- 
rated man and revoke the acting appointment 
of any petty officer, should the man concerned 
prove not qualified to hold the rating. This 
authority of the commanding officer to disrate 
a man for lack of qualifications to perform 
the duties of his rating is inherent and is un- 
restricted, except by regulations issued by the 
Navy Department. 


The circular then goes on to give the 
conditions governing the reduction and the 
entries to be made in the service record, 
and says: 

Except by sentence of court-martial, 
petty officers with permanent appointments 
may only be disrated and appointments 
authority of the Bureau of 
Commanding officers shall re- 
fer to the bureau for action the cases of 
men with permanent appointments who 
prove themselves unqualified for their rat- 
ing. Full information shall accompany 
the recommendation, together with pages 
9-10 of service record entered to date, and 
a statement from the man concerned. 

A man may be disrated by sentence of 
a court-martial for an offense or for in- 
competency. 

The purpose of the bureau in bringing 
this subject to the attention of the Service 
at this time is to assure itself and also 
the Service at large that incompetent men 
are not being retained in certain ratings, 
thereby denying advancement to deserving 
men. The restricted appropriation for the 
pay of the Navy will not permit of men 
holding ratings in which they are not in 
every respect qualified and who do not give 
the service the full benefit of such quali- 
fications.

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REDUCING THE REGULAR ARMY 


ROM remarks made by President Cool- 

idge in public speeches recently it would 
seem that he intends in the “interest of 
economy” to further reduce the little Reg- 
ular Army, which is now far too small to 
meet the needs and demands of the great 
United States, to about 110,000 men. It 
is astonishing that the President, as com- 
mander in chief of the military and naval 
forces of the United States, does not realize 
that any reduction of the Regular Army, 
or any of its components, is likely to prove 
a very disastrous proceeding, and instead 
of being in the interest of economy is just 
the reverse. 

Mr. Coolidge, unfortunately, like many 
other American citizens, as soon as one 
war is over forgets the costly lessons of 
our ignoring a reasonable needed pre- 
paredness before hand, and is lulled into 
the blissful belief that wars and disturb- 
ances are over. 

Such reasoning is an utterly false phil- 
osophy and crumbles beneath the truth of 
all our past history. 

Far two few of our statesmen and lead- 
ers have a real knowledge of the correct 
principles of national defense, and our 
President is apparently now numbered with 
them. The lack of universal sympathy 
of American citizens for our Army in time 
of peace is simply due to the neglect of 
our popular leaders in presenting the true 
facts to our people, and obviating the un- 
just prejudice against a reasonable stand- 
ing Army. 

The Regular Army has already been cut 
below the minimum of the 150,000 men 
which the National Defense Act provided. 
Aecording to the present prediction the 
Army will, under the President's so-called 
economy project, suffer a further reduc- 
tion of to about 110,000 men. 

With the serious trouble in China, when 
almost any day a large force of our Army 
and Navy may be quickly needed for the 
protection of American interests, it is 
hoped that President Coolidge may be 
guided by those who realize what our mili- 
tary needs are, rather than by politicians, 
whose main object is looking for votes. 

In the meantime, both the National 
Guard and Organized Reserves, who have 
done so much to aid national defense in 
the past, should again get busy to combat 
the scheme to reduce the number of their 
comrades in the Army of the United 
States and their right arm. 

An injury to one is the concern of all. 


FOREIGN MILITARY 
AND NAVAL NEWS 


CHILE 


a consequence of disturbances brought 
on by suppression of two communist 
newspapers in IRquique, capital of Tara- 
paca, Chile, the cabinet decided on June 5 
to establish a state of siege in the provinces 
of Tarapaca and Antofagasta, northern 
Chile. Energetic measures were decided on 
to restore calm in the region, a _ nitrate- 
producing center. Dispatches say a crowd 
attacked the Coruna works, seizing the 
offices. Uprisings started in other factories 
and machine gunners were landed from a 
cruiser.

GERMANY 
THE chief of the sweeping demands made 
upon Germany by the Allies in the 


disarmament note made public on June 5 
includes radical modification of the reichs- 
wehr’s general staff, reduction of the coun- 
try’s military forees to 100.000 men, and 
suppression of short-term enlistments. The 
military character of the security police 
must be abolished and the force itself re- 
duced from 180,000 to 150,000. Wholesale 
destruction of industrial plants of the 
Krupps and a dozen other big concerns 
which in their present state are held adapt- 
able for the production of war material is 
demanded. 

The note was accompanied by very long 
detailed annexes setting out in tables and 
in minute details what the Allies consider 
Germany's defaults, and the requirements 
which alone will justify the commencement 
of evacuation and the withdrawal of the 
allied control commission. 

The note states the allied governments 
“consider it of capital importance to place 
in the foreground of their argument that 
the defaults, unless promptly _ rectified, 
would in the aggregate enable the German 
Government eventually to reconstitute an 
army modeled on the principles of a nation 
in arms. 

“This would be directly counter to the 
treaty of peace.” continues the note. “under 
which the German Army was to be used 
exclusively for the maintenance of internal 
order and for the control of the German 
frontier. It is this eireumstance which. 
while it demonstrates the importance of 
each individual default, renders the total 
of these defaults so serious a menace to 
peace, 

“Tt should be clearly realized.” says the 
note in part, “that the breaches of the 
treaty thus specified constitute the most 
serious but not the onlv evidence of Ger- 
many’s nonfulfillment of this essential por- 
tion of the peace treaty.” 


GREAT BRITAIN 


HE British battleship Agamemnon, 

which has been used as a target ship 
for some three years past. is to be re- 
placed by the battleship Ajax, which is a 
ship of much later and more powerful de- 
sign. “The selection of a comparatively 
modern battleship of the ‘dreadnought’ 
type for target duty,” says the Engineer, 
of London, “testifies to the importance 
with which gunnery experiments are now 
regarded by the Admiralty. Compared 
with several of the capital ships which the 
United States, France and Italy are re- 
taining in their post-treaty fleets, the Ajax 
is larger. more heavily armed and better 
protected, and but for the Washington 
agreement she would certainly have re- 
mained on the active list for years to 
come. The conditions under which target 
ships are fired at are, of course, confiden- 
tial, but the fact that the Agamemnon 
has survived repeated bombardments is 
proof that care is always taken to avoid 
inflicting fatal damage. The sinking of the 
Monarch earlier in the year was inten- 
tional, as that vessel had to be eliminated 
by a given date in accordance with the 
Washington treaty. The value of gunnery 
tests against modern target ships is too 
obvious to need emphasis. It was largely 
because of their close attention to this 
branch of research that the Germans were 
able to endow their capital ships with 
such remarkable defensive qualities, albeit 
at the expense of other features. such as 
speed and habitability. Since the Aiax 
would in any case have had to be dis- 
carded as soon as the Nelson and Rodney 
are commissioned, the Admiralty has acted 
wisely in preserving her to fulfill a non- 
combatant but highly important role in the 
training of the fleet.” 

The Ajax was completed in 1912-15 and 
is a_ vessel of 23,000 tons, with a length 
of 555 feet. She has an armor belt of 
12 feet 6 inches, and 9 inches above the 
belt. The heavy-gun positions are cov- 
ered by 10 inches of armor.

ARMY UNIFORMS 


To Tue Epiror: 
E wore the blue woolen uniform to 
Cuba and the Philippines in the Span- 
ish-American War—a crime against the 
soldiery in those days. Much of the sick- 





ness and discomforture can properly be 
ascribed to this cause. 
The military uniform at best is very 


uncomfortable by reason of the fact that 
it must be worn by all in the military serv- 
ice practically all the time, and in the 
various climates—both Winter and Sum- 
mer—throughout the United States and 
its possessions. It binds and covers the 
neck and throat and the lower legs in every 
climate, irrespective of comfort and other 
conditions. 

The O.D. cotton and white uniforms are 
prescribed or permitted during certain sea- 
sons in the United States and in our 
tropical possessions. This somewhat les- 
sens the discomforture, but still is burden- 
some when required to be worn at all times 
when on duty or off. 

Civilians throughout our land are not 
and will not be burdened with such uncom- 
fortable clothes. It would appear that the 
time has come to give the military men of 
the country some relief from a never-ending 
burden. It is further believed that the 
morale and contentment of the Army could 
be improved by granting some liberty of 
action, especially with reference to their 
time when off duty and not required for 
military functions. This applies especially 
to the requirement of wearing the uniform 
when off duty, especially after retreat, and 
also other restraining orders and regula- 
tions which bear upon the life of the soldier 
when off duty. 

In the hot climate of the South in Sum- 
mer, as well as in our tropical possessions, 
civilians wear appropriate light linen or 
palm-beach clothing at all functions. Why 
should not our soldiers be permitted when 
off duty to wear similar clothing without 
injury to the Service and to their greater 
comfort and convenience? 

It must be admitted that we have no 
uniform suitable to comfort in a hot cli- 
mate. The Army binds its legs, covers the 
neck and throat with uncomfortable strap- 
pings, both in Winter and Summer, to the 
great discomfort of the wearer. No such 
practices in regard to the uniform are in 
vogue in other armies. After duty hours 
the officer in particular is free from petty 
restraint, may do practically as he pleases, 
and may wear appropriate clothing—either 
military or civilian—as he sees fit.

columns of Service publications. Hoy. 
ever, the idea has not been covered as cop. 
pletely as necessary and further publicity 
relative to the stickers is urged with 4 
view to keeping the idea before those cop. 
templating a western trip this year.

INJUSTICE TO LT. COMDRS. 


To THE EpITor: 


.T'HERE appeared in the issue of the 

ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL of May 31, 
1925, an article on the Britten bill for se 
lections. It was stated that it was pro- 
posed to retire lieutenant commanders if 
not selected on two years’ pay. Is it pos 
sible that a lieutenant commander with % 
years’ service—21 years as a commissioned 
officer and 4 years in the Naval Academy— 
will not be given the consideration of the 
enlisted personnel ? 

For instance, a chief petty officer after 
20 years’ service is permitted to retire 
with an allowance exceeding $100 a month, 
which is the income at 6 per cent on 
$20,000. On the other hand, an officer 
with more than 20 years’ service is given 
two years’ pay, which, of course, he must 
invest, and which at 6 per cent would re 
turn less than half the allowance of an 
enlisted man. 

It seems that this legislation is born of 
the present expedient of economy. Such 
opportunist politics can only agitate per- 
sonnel, which we are taught is the three 
to-one factor, and is not fitting our great 
Nation. Several classes of the Naval Acad- 
emy will suffer materially, as they are the 
hump which is to be eliminated.

THE MEDICAL ASPECTS OF CHEMICAL 
WARFARE, by Lt. Col. Edward B. Vedder, 
M.C., U.S.A., with a chapter on the Naval 
Medical Aspects of Chemical Warfare by Lt. 
Comdr. Duncan C. Walton, M.C., U.S.N., has 
been published by Williams & Wilkins Co., Balti- 
more, Md., bound in cloth. Price $6.50. The 
size of the book is 6 by 9 inches, and it con- 
tains 327 pages, copiously illustrated and com- 


ehensively indexed. 
PrThe author has gathered together in the 
shortest possible space the information that 
medical officers should have on the important 
subject of chemical warfare. In obtaining his 
information, he says he is especially indebted 
to the “Notes on Chemical Warfare”’ prepared 
by the Chemical Warfare School at Edgewood 
Arsenal, and to Volume II of the Official History 
of the War, London, 1923, which includes a 
section on the “Medical Aspects of Gas War- 
fare.” He also acknowledges his obligation to 
Lt. Comdr. Duncan C. Walton for suggestions 
and valuable criticism and for writing the chap- 
ter on the Naval Medical Aspects of Chemical 
Warfare 

With the exception of several photographs 
from the Army Medical Museum, Washington, 
D. C., Colonel Vedder is indebted for all photo- 
graphs to Mr. Carl H. Brown, of the photo- 
graphic laboratory, Edgewood Arsenal. The 
work is a most valuable one for the education 
of the medical officer in chemical warfare. 

“Is gas warfare more barbarous and inhumane 
than the other forms of warfare?” asks the 
author. ‘“‘Does it cause more ioss of life or 
more suffering? Are the after effects of gas 
more serious than the effects of other forms of 
warfare? The facts indicate that gas warfare 
is more humane than other forms of warfare. 
Gas causes a smaller proportion of deaths than 
other weapons. Only 1.73 per cent of our total 
gas admissions resulted in death. Yet 8.26 per 
cent of our gunshot admissions resulted in 
death. If deaths on the field were considered, 
the disproportion would be many times greater, 
since many wounded men die on the field, but 
few gassed cases. 

“A man is out of danger and fairly comfort- 

able 48 hours after gassing with phosgene. 
Even mustard casualties do not require as long 
hospitalization as most wounds. Do you think 
the bayonet is more humane than gas? Men 
are trained to stick it in the belly and twist 
it around, thus causing painful injuries and 
almost certain death after prolonged agony. 
Are high explosives and shrapnel humane? 
Think of the torn and mangled bodies. Re- 
member the cases or pictures you have seen of 
men with jaws or face shot away. 
_ “We may conclude therefore that gas warfare 
is not more brutal or inhumane than other 
forms of warfare, but it is more efficient than 
other forms of warfare, and will therefore con- 
tinue to be used; and that the very limitation 
placed by agreement on armament has increased 
the importance of chemical warfare relatively 
because the weapon itself, the ability to make 
chemicals, cannot be abolished.” The author 
also goes on to say in part: 

“If it is even possible that gas may be used 
against us at some future time, the Medical 
Department must be prepared to treat gassed 
cases, with all that this implies with regard to 
the organization, transportation, personnel, sup- 
plies and training of its personnel.” 

The 17 chapters in the book include: Outline 
History of Chemical Warfare; Characteristics of 
Gas or Smoke Clouds; the Pulmonary Irritants— 
Chlorine, Phosgene, Chlorpicrin; the Vesi- 
cants—Mustard, Lewisite; the Lachrymators ; 
Irritant Smokes; Miscellaneous: Gases; Indi- 
vidual and Collective Protection; Organization 
of the Medical Department for Dealing with 
zas Casualties ; Ultimate Condition and Disposal 
of Gassed Cases; and the Treatment of Certain 
Respiratory Diseases by Chlorine.

LEGAL DEPARTMENT 





BY SAMUEL T. ANSELL 


The following Digest of Comptroller General’s 
Decisions are announced: 


1. In reply to questions propounded by the 
Secretary of War relative to the rights of re- 
tired enlisted men and retired warrant officers 
holding commissions or warrants in the Na- 
tional Guard, the Comptroller General replied: 


“No provision fixes the qualifications for ap- 
pointment as warrant officers in the National 
Guard. This is perhaps due to the fact that 
warrant officers were established in the Army 
so recently and the extent of the use of that 
form of appointment in the National Guard 
had not been foreseen. Until June 4, 1920, 
the Army was (with the exception of cadets, 
nurses and field clerks) composed of two dis- 
tinct classes of officers and enlisted men. In- 
dividuals of both classes were by law recog- 
nized as eligible for appointment as officers in 
the National Guard. It is evident it was con- 
templated by the legislation that the retired 
personnel of the Regular Army should be avail- 
able for service in the National Guard. Ap- 
pointment of retired warrant officers or retired 
enlisted men of the Army as warrant officers 
in the National Guard is therefore within the 
policy of the law and not contrary to the in- 
tent or purpose of any provision of the Na- 
tional Defense Act. 


“So far as enlistment in the National Guard 
of retired enlisted men of the Army is con- 
cerned, there is no legal objection thereto, 
provided the original, or first, enlistment in 
the National Guard is entered into before the 
enlisted man is 45 years of age, required by 
section 58 of the National Defense Act, as 
amended. 


“The appointment of retired warrant officers 
and retired enlisted men of the Regular Army 
as commissioned officers, warrant officers, or 
the enlistment of such retired persons in the 
National Guard being within the law; that 
force when not in the actual service of the 
United States being a state force, and the 
provision for pay for certain forms of train- 
ing of the National Guard being indirectly a 
contribution from the Federal Government to 
the states for the proper training of the mili- 
tia, such retired warrant officers and retired 
enlisted men are entitled to any pay properly 
accruing under their appointment or enlist- 
ment in the National Guard when not in Fed- 
eral service and such payments will not af- 
fect their retired pay. 

“23 Comp. Dec. 444 and 649; 27 id. 995. 

“Where, however, organizations of the Na- 
tional Guard of which retired officers, war- 
rant officers or enlisted men of the Army are 
members, are called into the actual service of 
the United States or are drafted into the 
Army of the United States under section 111 
of the National Defense Act and become en- 
titled to receive by reason of such entry into 
the Federal service, the full pay and allowances 
prescribed by law for their rank or grade in 
the National Guard in the actual service of 
the United States, they will not be entitled to 
their retired pay.” (Letter to Secretary of 
War, May 23, 1925.) 


2. An enlisted man of the Army who was 
dissatisfied with the allowance of $14.26 made 
by the Claims Division, requested review of 
the settlement, with the result that his en- 
tire account was reopened and charges raised 
which not only consumed the amount allowed 
but left him indebted to the United States in 
the further sum of $42, which he has been re- 
quested to refund. The additional charges 
arose by reason of his absence without leave, 
in regard to which the Comptroller General 
remarked: 

“Under military laws and regulations, no 
pay or allowances accrue to an enlisted man 
in the Army who, without proper authority, 
absents himself from his organization, station, 
or duty. Claimant urges that he was not ab- 
sent without leave from September 4 to Octo- 
ber 5, 1918, but the verified report of the Ad- 
jutant General as well as other contempora- 
neous records on file in this office show him 
absent during such period. 

“It is shown that claimant was twice re- 
turned to military control and jurisdiction at 
Camp Devens, Mass., under military guard. 
The expenses incident to such return were in- 
curred by reason of claimant having departed 
from such military control and jurisdiction 
without proper authority and his failure to 
voluntarily return thereto. Had he remained 
under such military control and jurisdiction, 
such expenses would not have been incurred. 
The amount of $21 for expenses in each case 
of return under military guard was noted on 
the final pay voucher covering the entire pe- 
riod of claimant’s service, but there was ac- 
crued pay to cover only a part of such charges. 
These amounts represent an indebtedness due 
the United States, incurred by reason of 
claimant’s own fault, and he will be charged 
for the full amount of such expenses.” (Bar- 
biri’s case, May 26, 1925.) 

3. In reply to a letter of inquiry submitted 
by a Finance Officer as to the right of certain 
National Guard Officers to “Administrative 
Pay,” under the Act of June 3, 1924, the 
Comptroller General decided: 


“It having been established in accordance 
with the regulations that each of these offi- 
cers during the periods indicated was actually 
and properly in command of the organization 
and faithfully performed the administrative 
functions in connection therewith during the 
respective periods for which administrative pay 
is claimed, during such period each is entitled 
to the pay prescribed therefor, and you are 


authorized to pay them accordingly.” (Mc- 


Intyre’s case, May 25, 1925.) 


4. Concerning the right of a boatswain (L.) 
ad the Coast Guard to rental allowance, it is 
eld: 

“A warrant officer of the Coast Guard is, 
under section 11 of the Joint Service Pay Act, 
42 Stat. 630, entitled to the money allowance 
for rental of quarters as is authorized for two 
rooms. No suitable public quarters having 
been available or assigned for occupancy by 
claimant’s dependents, he is entitled to ren- 
tal allowance under the provisions of the laws 
and regulations cited, for two rooms at $20 
per room per month.” (Willis’ case, May 26, 
1925.) 

5. A captain of Cavalry requested review 
of his claim for rental allowance during the 
period from July 1, 1922, to January 15, 1923. 
The officer was relieved from duty as student 
officer at the Cavalry School, Ft. Riley, Kans., 
and ordered to Ft. Oglethorpe, Ga., for per- 
manent duty, but with temporary duty in con- 
nection with the Summer training camp at 
Camp Meade. 

Following the conclusion of his duty at 
Camp Meade he was granted two months’ 
leave, after which he was directed to report 
to Walter Reed Hospital for treatment. Fol- 
lowing his discharge from the hospital he was 
given a further leave of one month and 15 
days. 

The Comptroller General concludes: 

“Claimant, having been entitled to active 
duty pay during the entire period in question 
and no suitable public quarters having been 
available or assigned for occupancy by his 
dependents, is entitled to rental allowance 
equal to that for four rooms at $20 per room 
per month for six months and 15 days, total- 
ing $520, under the provisions of section 6 of 
the Act of June 10, 1922, 42 Stat. 628, as 
amended by section 2 of the Act of May 31, 
1925, 43 Stat. 250, the Executive Order of 
August 13, 1924, and the regulations promul- 
gated thereunder.” (Ingram’s case, May 23, 
1925.) 

6. In the claim of a lieutenant colonel, 
A.G.D., U.S. Army, for rental allowance for 
the period March 24 to April 21, 1924, while 
traveling under orders with his dependents 
(wife and 12-year-old son), on the U.S. Army 
Transport Thomas from Manila, P. I., to San 
Francisco, California, the Comptroller General 
decided : 

“As claimant was ‘on active duty’ and ‘en- 
titled to active duty pay’ during the period, 
March 24 to April 21, 1924, and public quar- 
ters were not assigned to him for the occu- 
pancy of himself and his dependents, at his 
permanent station as defined in the executive 
order and War Department regulations issued 
under section 6 of the Act of June 10, 1922, 
42 Stat. 628, as amended by the Act of May 
81, 1924, 48 Stat. 250, effective July 1, 1922, 
he is entitled to rental allowance for the pe- 
riod in question, 4 Comp. Gen. 528; 41 MS. 
Comp. Gen. 851, January 28, 1925.” (Chap- 
pelear’s case, May 21, 1925.) 

7. A lieutenant of the Navy requested re- 
view of settlement of his claim for difference 
between the pay and allowances of ensign and 
lieutenant (j.g.), U.S. Navy, from June 30, 
1922, to March 23, 1923, due to promotion 
from ensign to lieutenant (j.g.) to rank from 
June 30, 1922. The settlement disallowed the 
claim and charged claimant with such differ- 
ence of pay received by him from March 24, 
1923, to January 21, 1924, on the ground that 
he was not entitled to the pay of a lieuten- 
ant (j.g.) prior to January 22, 1924, date he 
qualified for promotion by passing the re- 
quired examination. 


The records show that this officer failed on 
his first professional examination on April 
30, 1923, and was suspended from promotion 
for a period of six months on June 4, 1923, 
in accordance with the provisions of section 
1505, Revised Statutes, as amended by the Act 
of March 11, 1912. He was again examined 
professionally on January 22, 1924, and qual- 
ified. He qualified physically as required by 
section 1498, Revised Statutes, on both of 
these examinations. He completed three years’ 
commissioned service on December 31, 1921, 
and as a result of his professional failure and 
suspension from promotion he was given rank 
as lieutenant (j.g.) to date from June 30, 1922. 

The Comptroller General reviews extensively 
the several decisions of the Court of Claims 
and of his predecessor, the Comptroller of the 
Treasury, treating of the question of date of 
commencement of the pay of his higher rank 
and concluded: 


“Where the delay in the examination is not 
due to the fault of the officer, the statutory 
period of suspension should not be modified 
and the officer charged with an excessive pen- 
alty in direct violation of the terms of section 
1562, Revised Statutes, where he fails on his 
first professional examination and after the 
period of suspension required by the statute 
is again examined and found qualified. In 
classes of cases such as herein described this 
office holds, in agreement with the Court of 
Claims in the Toulon case, that where the 
date of rank is stated six months after the 
date the officer was originally eligible for pro- 
motion on passing his second professional ex- 
amination, for pay purposes, he has been pro- 
moted in pursuance of law and is entitled to 
pay from the date stated in his commission 
under the Act of March 4, 1918. Contrary de- 
cisions of the accounting officers will not be 
followed hereafer.” (Rasch’s case, May 21, 
1925.)

SILL, OKLA.—Q. Would 
you please inform me as to the following re- 
garding officials of the American Red Cross now 
on duty at Army posts: (1) Should they be 
saluted by enlisted men? (2) Should they be 
addressed by a military title, such as lieutenant 
or captain? (3) Should they wear Sam Brown 
belts ? 

A. Your first two questions are answered in 
the negative. Relative to your third question, 
the War Department, not exercising jurisdiction 
over the Red Cross organization, cannot specify 
the uniform which they shall wear. 


F.P.D., FT. MONROE, VA.—Q. Will you give 
decision through your paper regarding the 
following: 

Soldier reenlists June 19, 1924. Reclaimed 
clothing in his possession at the time amounted 
to $78, same being charged against his clothing 
allowance at 50 per cent. > 

“A” figures clothing settlement June 30, 1924, 
12 days at 9 cents, $1.08. 

“B” figures clothing settlement June 30, 1924, 
12 days at 9 cents, $1.08, and also gives soldier 
credit for 50 per cent of $78, $39, making set- 
tlement $40.08. 

A. The figures compiled by “B” are correct. 

C.C.K., MANILA, P. I.—Q. (1) I attended 
the first officers’ training camp for noncommis- 
sioned officers at Brownsville, Tex., and under- 
stand that all men attending these camps are 
entitled to $100 per month. How may the dit- 
ference in pay of a sergeant of Infantry and 
the above amount be obtained? 

(2) I received a commission as temporary sec- 
ond lieutenant of Infantry dated June 30, 1917; 
was assigned and joined the 52d U. S. Infantry 
August 8, 1917. Was promoted first lieutenant 
and transferred to U. S. Guards December 26, 
1917; discharged first lieutenant, U. S. Guards, 
January 7, 1919. When I retire, do I draw the 
retirement pay of a warrant officer? 

(1) Submit your claim to the General 
Accounting Office, claims division, Washington, 
D. C., giving complete facts as it is within your 
power to do so. (2) This question is answered 
in the affirmative. 

_S.L.0., THURMAN, OHIO.—Q. (1) Will you 
kindly answer through your Questions and 
Answers column when the United States Vet- 
erans’ Bureau insurance will cease to function? 
(2) When will all of the adjusted compensation 
policies be mailed out? I submitted mine about 
six months ago. 

A. (1) It is most improbable that the Uhited 
States Veterans’ Bureau will ever be abolished. 
You probably have in mind what date will the 
war term insurante expire, which is March 3, 
1926. (2) According to reports, there are still 
over 1,500,000 veterans who have not applied 
for their adjusted compensation. If you have 
not heard from your application filed six months 
ago, suggest that you look up the card sent you 
on receipt of your application and communicate 
with the proper authorities named thereon. 


W.Y., CHICAGO, ILL.—Q. I am informed 


‘ that about five years ago a law was passed 


which provided that all men serving in the 
Spanish War were entitled to a pension. Will 
you please let me know if I am entitled to this 
pension, and if so how I can secure same? 

A. Suggest that you communicate with the 
Commissioner of Pensions, Pension Bureau, 
Washington, D. C., giving complete data as to 
your service, so that a check can be made of 
your record.

IV. Shipment of baggage in excess of author- 
ized allowances on Army transports—Section 
1V, Circular No. 13, W.D., 1925, is rescinded 
and the following substituted therefor: 

1. The transport schedule, outbound from the 
United States, is barely sufficient to provide 
for the movement of Government cargo, in- 
cluding authorized change of station allow- 
ances of personal property and baggage. 

2. Personal property, including motor ve- 
hicles, in excess of the authorized change of 
station allowances will not be shipped on Army 
transports to oversea stations or coast ports 
when such shipment will operate to displace 
Government cargo. Shipment of such excess 
personal property will be authorized, when 
space is available without displacing Govern- 
ment cargo, on payment by the owner at the 
following established cargo rates: 

New York to Panama and Porto Rico, $6 per 
ship ton 40 cu. ft.; New York to San Fran- 
cisco, or return, $8 per ship ton 40 cu. ft.; San 
Francisco to Honolulu, $5 per ship ton 40 cu. 
ft.; San Francisco to Manila, Guam, China, or 
Japan, $8 per ship ton 40 cu. ft.; New York 
to Honolulu via San Francisco or Panama 
Canal, $13 per ship ton 40 cu. ft.; New York 
to Manila via San Francisco or Panama Canal, 
$16«per ship ton 40 cu. ft. 

3. When an officer or employee is ordered for 
duty overseas or to points necessitating the 
movement of his baggage on an Army trans- 
port, his allowance, so far as the water ship- 
ment only is concerned, will be determined 
upon actual weight of the baggage, irrespective 
of basis applicable to rail transportation. 

4. If he has excess over his authorized allow- 
ance, the charges for transporting such excess 
will be computed on the basis of cubic meas- 
urement and will be paid for at the rates pre- 
scribed in paragraph 2. 

The person for whom the shipment is made 
will furnish the shipping quartermaster at 
point of origin with a list of the property to 
be shipped, and will indicate on such list the 
articles he desires to be considered as excess ; 
except that when an automobile, or any other 
article or articles taking « higher rating under 
the Consolidated Freight Classification than that 
applying on ordinary household goods, is in- 
cluded in the shipment and the total weight of 
the property will be applied on the articles tak- 
ing a rating higher than that applying on 
household goods. 

The shipping quartermaster will indicate by 
stencil on the package, or packages, the word 
“Excess” for all property exceeding the author- 
ized allowance, in order that the General Su- 
perintendent of the Army Transport Service at 
port of shipment may determine the priority to 
be given to the shipment. Personal property 
within the authorized allowance will be shipped 
at the earliest practicable date after receipt; 
personal property in excess of the authorized 
allowance will be- shipped at the convenience of 
the Government when space is available. 

5. For the information of those who desire to 
take advantage of Government storage space 
for military personnel on duty overseas or in 
Alaska, the provisions of Section III, Circular 
No. 53, W.D., 1923, should be observed. 

6. A list of the property, showing the number 
of packages, character of contents, and the 
weight and cubic measurement, will be fur- 
nished to the General Superintendent of the 
Army Transport Service at port of shipment 
by the shipping quartermaster at point of 
origin. The provisions of paragraph 7, AR 30- 
950, will also be observed. 

7. The boxing or crating of automobiles for 
shipment on transport is not necessary, but is 
advisable in the interests of the owner. When 
not boxed or crated they should be properly 
tagged, showing consignee and destination; and 
owners, for their protection, should see that all 
tools are placed under lock and key and easily 
detachable parts removed and boxed, as the 
Government assumes no responsibility for losses 
of this nature. All gasoline, oil, and water 
must be drawn before delivery to the General 
Superintendent or Assistant Superintendent, 


Army Transport Service, for shipment. 
8. All property in excess of authorized allow- 
ances will be shipped at owner’s risk. 
Sthtement of charges covering shipment by 
Army transports of property in excess of the

LESHIRE.—Maj. Gen. James B. Ale-

General Aleshire 
proved a most able administrator of the 
Quartermaster Corps, and was responsible 
for many practical improvements therein, 
including the simplification of work and 
the adoption of new and consistent methods. 
Among other duties in his early service he 
was on duty on the frontier at Ft. Bidwell, 
Calif., from September, 1880, to September, 
1881, and was on scouting duty in Arizona 
to April 16, 1882. He subsequently served 
at Ft. Walla Walla and on duty distribut- 
ing supplies to sufferers from the flood in 
Pennsylvania to April, 1884. He was sec- 
retary of the U. S. Infantry and Cavalry 
School at Ft. Leavenworth from Septem- 
ber, 1889, to August, 1890. He was ap- 
pointed quartermaster of U. S. Volunteers 
May 12, 1898, and was acting chief quar- 
termaster of the Ist Army Corps, and was 
later appointed chief quartermaster of that 
command. He was appointed chief quar- 
termaster, Department of Mantanzas, 
January 10, 1899. He had considerable 
experience in the purchase of Cavalry and 
Artillery horses for the Army, and was a 
recognized expert in this. General Ale- 
shire was associated with General Humph- 
rey while in Cuba and the Philippines, and 
he was with the relief column that marched 
to Pekin. He was first appointed Quar- 
termaster General July 1, 1907, and was 
reappointed after his term expired. He 
was retired from active service September 
12, 1916, for disability incident thereto. 
The interment was at Arlington National 
Cemetery. with military honors. His 
widow, Mrs. Harriet D. Aleshire, resides 
at 350 Brooks Street, Sheridan, Wyo. 


BISHOP. Col. Hoel S. Bishop, U.S.A., 
Ret., formerly of the Cavalry arm, and 
one of the few remaining old Indian fight- 
ers, died at the Walter Reed Hospital June 
6, 1925, after an illness of two months. 
Besides his widow he leaves two sons, Lt. 


Hoel S. Bishop, Jr., Corps of Engrs., 
U.S.A., stationed at Ft. DuPont, Del.; 


John C. Bishop, of Chippewa Falls, Wis, ; 
two daughters, Mrs. C. E. Coates, wife of 
Major Coates, 65th Inf., U.S.A., stationed 
at San Juan, P. R., and Miss Anne Bishop, 
residing in Washington, D. C. Colonel 
Bishop was born in Wisconsin February 
11, 1850, and was graduated from the 
U. S. Military Academy in June, 1873, 
when he was assigned to the 5th Cavalry. 
He served in all grades from second lieu- 
tenant to major in the 5th Cavalry, a 
period of more than 35 years, and was 
under such well-known commanders as 
Generals Merritt, Crook, Carr, Wade and 
Carpenter. As a young lieutenant after 
his graduation leave, he was at once sent 
to the frontier, serving against Apache 
Indians. and was almost continuously in 
the field from 1873 until the 5th Cavalry 
changed station to Indian Territory in 
1875, participating in numerous campaigns 
and engagements. The experiences of 
Colonel Bishop in the field would make an 
interesting volume, and we regret that 
space does not permit us to go into the 
many details of his activities. On one oc- 
ecasion he was in command of a detach- 
ment sent to pursue and chastise a ma- 
rauding band of Osage Indians, and after 
a march of about 125 miles in 36 hours 
he overtook the Indians, dispersed them, 
captured all their horses and the women 


and children. Both the then Lieutenant 
3ishop and the detachment was_ highly 


commended in a letter by General Pope. 
Colonel Bishop in 1876 took part in the 
Big Horn and Yellowstone expedition 
against the Sioux Indians, and _ subse- 
quently participated in the Nez Perce In- 
dian campaigns, in which he commanded a 
company of Indian scouts. In 1878 he 
participated in the campaign against the 
Bannock Indians, in which there were sev- 
eral engagements. Colonel Bishop, in Sep- 
tember and October, 1879, was in the field 
against the Ute Indians, who had killed 
Major Thornburg and had corralled his 
command on Milk Creek, Colo. 

He participated in the forced march un- 
der General Merritt to the relief of the 
command, and took part in the combat at 
Milk Creek and in the pursuit of the In- 
dians. He also participated in the Winter 
expedition against the Ute Indians in 1879. 
He was also active against other threat- 
ened Indian outbreaks, and from 1885 to 
1887 was engaged in preventing the depre- 
dations of timber thieves, game hunters, 
ete. 


At the World's Fair, in 1892, Colonel 
Bishop was on duty there in command of 
a troop of the 5th Cavalry. Troop K of 
of his command in 1893 won the Nevada 
Trophy offered by the ArMy AND NAvy 
JOURNAL, and this was the first time that 
the trophy had been won by a Cavalry 
organization of the Regular Army. During 
the War with Spain he served with the 
5th Cavalry at southern camps and also 
in Porto Rico. Subsequently he served 
in the Philippines, and when returning to 
the States. among other duties, served at 
the War College. He was promoted to 
lieutenant colonel, 5th Cavalry, in 1999, 
colonel in 1911, and was retired from ac- 
tive service April 5, 1913, upon his own 
application on reaching the age of 62 years 
and after more than 43 years’ service. 


RERETON. — Died, William Denny 
Brereton, Esq., on June 2, 925, 
father of Lt. Comdr. William Denny 


Brereton. Jr., U.S.N., and Maj. Lewis H. 
Brereton, Air Force, U.S.A. 





HAMBERLAINE.—Col. William Cham- 

berlaine, U.S.A., Ret., an officer of dis- 
tinguished service, was killed in Paris, 
France, June 8, 1925, when a taxicab in 
which he was riding collided with a street 
ear. He had left his wife at their hotel 
and some hours elapsed before his identity 
was definitely established. Mrs. Chamber- 
laine sailed from Paris June 10 with the 
body. The Chamberlaines had been in 
Paris only 10 days, visiting. 

Colonel Chamberlaine, who during the 
World War served as a temporary briga- 
dier general, was awarded the D.S.M. for 
exceptionally meritorious and distinguished 
services. As commanding general of the 
Railway Artillery Reserve he rendered 
valuable services to the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces in the operations of the 
Railway Artillery units during the Meuse- 
Argonne offensive. 

Colonel Chamberlaine was born in Vir- 
ginia March 1, 1871, and was graduated 
from the U.S.M.A., in the class of 1892, 
and was assigned to the 2d Artillery. 
Among other duties he served as an in- 
structor at West Point in chemistry, 
mineralogy and geology, was assistant to 
the Chief of Artillery, and a member of 
the Artillery Board, and of the General 
Staff. He also, among other duties, served 
as assistant chief of staff in the Philippines 
Division, was Director of Artillery at Coast 
Artillery School, Ft. Monroe. He organ- 
ized the 6th, afterward the 51st, Provisional 
Regiment of Coast Artillery in 1917 at Ft. 
Adams, R. I., and sailed for France August 
14, 1917, where he was, among other duties, 
commandant of the General Reserve of 
Heavy Artillery. 

Colonel Chamberlaine was later in com- 
mand of the 2d Brigade of Field Artillery, 
2d Division, May 11 to June 26, 1918, and 
of the Railway Artillery, 1st Army, A.E.F., 
June 29 to October 23, 1918, and was in 
command of the Railway Artillery of the 
A.E.F., October 23, 1918, to January 7, 
1919. He participated in the Battle of 
Chemin des Dames and Verdun, was at 
Bois de Belleau, in the St. Mihiel and 
Argonne-Meuse offensives. He was retired 
from active service December 31, 1922, 
upon his own application. 


HAYXS. Died on June 7, 1925, at his 
residence in Philadelphia, Dr. I. Minis 
Hays, father of Mrs. Goodrich, wife of 
Rear Adm. Caspar F. Goodrich, U.S.N. 





UBY.—James Luby, brother of the late 

Comdr. John F. Luby, U.S.N., and an 
uncle of Capt. T. M. Luby, U.S.M.C., died 
at his home in Brooklyn, N. Y., May 30, 
1925. Mr. Luby was a well-known editor 
and had been, among other activities, man- 
aging editor of the New York Sun. He 
Was a graduate of the College of the City 
of New York, and in 1877 began his long 
career as a journalist as a reporter. Four 
years later he was made assistant editor of 
the Philadelphia Times, and in 1887 went 
to the New York Herald as editor. He 
subsequently became editor of the Jersey 
City News, and went on the staff of the 
New York Sun as eable editor and con- 
tinued in that post until 1912, when he 
became managing editor on the resignation 
of Mr. Lord. He was later editor of the 
Evening Sun until 1921, when he became 
managing editor of the Journal of Com- 
merce. Since 1928 he had been editorial 
writer for the Evening Mail, and more 
recently wrote a number of important book 
reviews for the New York Times. Mr. 
Luby wrote “The Black Cross Clove” and 
“One Who Gave His Life.” His widow, 
Grace Tarrent Luby, and his sister, Mrs. 
K. L. Maurice, survive. 


M 4AHAN— Commodore Dennis H. Ma- 
han, U.S.N., Ret., who died at Wash- 
ington, D. C., May 29, 1925, as briefly 
noted in our issue of June 6, entered the 
U. 8S. Naval Academy in July, 1865, gradu- 
ating in 1870. Among other duties, he 
served in the old “big ship’ Tennessee, 
was in the San Domingo expedition, served 
in the old Wachusett, Shenandoah, Con- 
gress, Sabine, Plymouth, Supply, Minne- 
sota, Alert, Ashuelot, Richmond, Pensacola 
and Alert of the old Navy. His tirst duty 
in the modern ships was in the gunboat 
Machias, 1896-8. Commodore Mahan per- 
tormed some 22 years of sea service and a 
little over 17 years of shore duty. He was 
retired from active service in June, 1909, 
on the recommendation of the Admirals 
Board. 


cCLAUGHLIN.—Lt. Col. William H. 

McLaughlin, U.S.A., Ret., who died 
in Philadelphia, Pa., June 4, 1925, was 
interred in Arlington. 

Colonel McLaughlin was born in Penn- 
sylvania August 12, 1842, and was grad- 
uated from the U.S.M.A. in 1865 and was 
assigned to the 17th Infantry. He was 
retired May 4, 1899, at his own request, 
after 30 years of service. Among other 
duties he served on the frontier in Texas 
and Montana, was in the railroad riots in 
1877 putting down disorder, and was in 
the battle of San Juan Hill, Cuba, in 
1898, and in the siege and capture of San 
Diego. 


HILLIPS.—Col. William Allen Phillips, 

U.S.A., Ret., died at his home, Edge- 
moor, Bethesda, Md., June 4, 1925. He 
was born at Marshall, Tex., April 16, 1866. 
After attending college at Southwestern 
Baptist University he was appointed in 
1885 to West Point, graduating in 1889, 
and was commissioned second lieutenant, 
22d Infantry. He then served as an offi- 
cer of the Army until 1915 when he re- 
signed his commission as major and became 
works manager for the Remington-Arms 
Union Metallic Cartridge Co. Colonel 
Phillips reentered the Army in 1916 at the 
time of the Mexican Border trouble, and 
during the World War served at the Sandy 
Hook Proving Ground and later as com- 
manding officer of the Aberdeen Proving 
Ground. He was retired for ill health 
with the grade of colonel November 4, 
1921. Colonel Phillips was a noted me- 
chanical and inventive genius and was de- 
tailed for a considerable portion of his 
service in the Ordnance Department, where 
his ability was of untold value to the Gov- 
ernment. He contributed many inventions 
and mechanical improvements to the Army. 
During his service as a lieutenant he in- 
vented a vehicle speed indicator which 
forms the basis of many of the automobile 
speed indicators now in use; a coaster 
brake for bicycles, now in almost universal 
use, and a system of block signaling for 
railways. Hard work and great responsi- 
bility as commanding officer of the Aber- 
deen Proving Ground, involving imminent 
danger of fatal explosions, finally broke 
him down, and he never regained his health 
afterwards. Funeral services were held 
at the home on June 6 and were followed 
by interment with full military honors at 
Arlington National Cemetery. ‘The _ pall- 
bearers were Maj. Gens. C. Williams 
and W. A. Bethel, Cols. F. W. Coleman, 
Perry Miles, J. R. M. Taylor, William 
Taylor, R. C. Humber and O. C. Horney, 
Dr. J. G. McKay and Mr. Charles Robb. 
Colonel Phillips is survived by his widow, 
Mrs. Fay Heaton Phillips, to whom he was 
married in 1896 when he was military in- 
structor at Knox College, Ill.; also by his 
daughter, Mary, wife of Mr. Robert Wood, 
of New York, who served in France as an 
— pea of the Air Service during the World

The stock market continues to show strength 
on a comparatively large volume of business. 
As is always the case, there are two schools of 
speculators, one who thinks prices are headed 
for much higher levels and the other who thinks 
the trend will soon be downward. 

It would perhaps be unwise to agree too em- 
phatically with either side. From present indi- 
cations the market is entering a Summer period 
of quietness, and under the circumstances it 
would not be surprising if prices were to back 
and fill near their present levels for the time 
being. 

Of course, under any circumstances there are 
certain issues which will move more rapidly in 
either direction than does the remainder of the 
list. These individual star performers do not 
have any very appreciable effect on the others, 
as, for example, the break in United States Cast 
Iron Pipe and the advance in Maxwell shares to 
the extent of what appeared a corner. 

Those who expect higher prices have con- 
tinued good business and prospects of better- 
ment in the Fall on their side. 

Freight-car loadings are running well ahead 
of last year and the total for the year is the 
highest on record for any similar period. Gross 
earnings for April were practically the same as 
for April a year ago, but net operating income 
was some 4 per cent larger. 

Business failures in May were fewer than in 
April and fewer than in May a year ago. They 
were also the smallest for any month since last 
November. 

The carryover of old wheat in the United 
States, together with the Winter wheat crop to 
be harvested, as of July 1 next, will be in the 
neighborhood of 190,000,000 bushels less than at 
the end of the crop year last season. The 
Department of Agriculture estimates probable 
exports of wheat for the year ending June 30 
next at from 240,000,000 to 255,000,000 bushels. 
The carryover of old wheat will be less than 
60,000,000 bushels. This should mean continued 
high prices for that commodity and the placing 
of the farmer in a strong economic position, a 
necessary factor in the general prosperity of the 
country. 

Commodity prices have taken a swing upward 
after a continued decline since February. Dun’s 
index as of June 1 showed an advance slightly 
less than 1 per cent over May 1. The advance 
in this particular index was brought about by 
higher prices for breadstuffs, dairy and garden 
products. The most spectacular actor in com- 
modity prices has been crude rubber. Spot is 
now quoted in the neighborhood of 75 cents a 


pound, the highest since 1917. American im- 
ports of raw rubber, which cost $185,000,000 


during 1924, will cost between $400,000,000 and ! 


$500,000,000 for 1925. Rubber sold as low as 17 
cents a pound last year. The United States 
uses 70 per cent of the total world output. The 
present situation is due to the Stevenson Re- 
striction Act which the English colonial authori- 
ties put into operation in 1922, which cuts down 
the export of rubber from Bri.ish possessions 
according to a percentage scale based on the 
market price. About 69 per cent of the worids 
rubber plantations are in English colonies and 
29 per cent in Dutch possessions, where a good 
deal of English capital is invested. ; 

The iron and steel industry reported an in- 
crease in orders during May over the preceding 
month, but deliveries were at such a high rate 
as to leave unfilled business smaller at the end 
of the month than at the beginning. Iron pro- 
duction declined 13 per cent and is now at 
approximately 68 per cent of the country’s ca- 
pacity. The prices of iron and steel generally 
are steady, although Chicago quotes a new low 
for foundry iron and certain st.el products have 
eased off during the last week or so. 

Crude-oil production for the week ended May 
30 averaged 2,347,984 barrels daily, an increase 
of 55,292 over the previous week, according to 
the Oil & Gas Journal. This ou.puc breaks the 
former record peak made during the week ended 
July 14, 1923, when daily average production 
was 2,325,514 barrels. However, at this time 
light-oil production is 456,000 barrels daily less 
than at that time. The gain is due entirely to 
increases in heavy oil, most of it coming from 
the Smackover field, which is used exciusively 
for fuel. 

J. P. Morgan & Co., of New York, have 
arranged to extend a credit of $50 000.000 to a 
consortium of Italian banks of issue, headed by 
the Bank of Italy, to be used when occasion 
arises to check fluctuations in Italian exchange. 
This action is looked upon as a preliminary step 
= the funding of the Italian debt to the United 

tates. 

The reorganization plan of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul has been announced and cal's 
for an assessment of $28 per share on the 
preferred and $32 on the common. ‘The pian 
also provides for a reduction in mortgage bonds 
from $469,521,196 to $242,069,220 and a reduc- 
tion in interest of $10,000 000 annually. Those 
who pay the assessment will receive new securi- 
ties as follows: Holders of old preferred stock 
will receive $24 par value of new 5 per cent 
mortgage bonds and one share of new preferred 
in exchange for each share on which the assess- 
ment is paid. Holders of old common stock will 
receive $28 par value of new 5 per cent mort- 
gage bonds and one share of new common stock 
in exchange for each share of old common on 
which the assessment is paid. 

The plan also provides for the issuance of new 
adjustment mortgage 5 per cent bonds, payment 
of the $55,000,000 debt to the Government, and 
certain other less important items. It is a little 
early to comment on the position of the new 
securities of this company, but if the reorganiza- 
tion of other western roads may taken as a 
criterion the new adjustment » pir cent bonds 
should offer good speculative chances. 





GUNS PRESENTED TO N. Y. 
UNIV. WAR MEMORIAL 


EAR ADM. CHARLES P. PLUN- 

KETT, U.S.N., made the speech pre- 
senting two guns allotted by the Secretary 
of the Navy to be a part of the war memo- 
rial of New York University at ceremonies 
held on the campus, in New York City, on 
June 6. At the same time Sir Harry G. 
Armstrong, K.D., British Consul General, 
formally presented the mast of the Sham- 
rock IV to be used as a flagstaff for the 
memorial. 

Chancellor Elmer Ellsworth Brown, of 
New York University, accepted the gifts 
for the university. Following the speeches 
the flags of the United States, Great Brit- 
ain and New York University were raised 
on the new pole. Music for the ceremonies 
was furnished by the Navy Band from 
Brooklyn Navy Yard and the national sa- 
lute fired by the Howitzer Company, of the 
R.O.T.C. unit of the university. 

The site of the memorial is Battery Hill, 
a knoll on the campus overlooking the 
Harlem and Hudson Rivers, where the 
British fort, No. 8, was situated during 
the Revolutionary War. The memorial has 
been planned in honor of New York Uni- 
versity men who have served in the various 
wars of the United States since the uni- 
versity was founded in 1831. Sir Thomas 
Lipton presented the mast in commemora- 
tion of the services of New York Uni- 
versity men who served with their British 
allies during the World War. The mast is 
located in the center of what was Ft. No. 

. It is surmounted by a beacon light 
that flashes N.Y.U. in telegraphic code. 
The light is visible for 20 miles. 

The gift of the Navy consists of a 12- 
inch mortar of the type used by Farragut’s 
fleet at the capture of Ft. Jackson, La., 
during the Civil War, and a gun from the 
U.S.S. Albany during the Spanish War and 
later during the World War. 

The gift of the War Department, a 155- 
mm. tractor-drawn field piece used during 
the World War, will not be ready for in- 
stallation until the Fall. The various 


organizations taking part in the memorial 
ceremony include representatives of the 


Army, Navy, National Guard, Organized 
Reserves, Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution, Veterans of Foreign Wars, Ameri- 
ean Legion, Colonial Dames, Grand Army 
of the Republic, Military Order of Foreign 
Wars, and Military Order World War.
